WILD ROSE COUNTRY 


Wild Rose Country is the slogan on the new 1973 licence plates 
which will be distributed early in 1973. The Department of 
Highways hopes to introduce a new expression each year rather 
than maintain the same expression year after year. Each year the 
expression could either signify a very important part of Alberta's 
or Canada’s history or attempt to point out a unique feature of 
Alberta. The Department is giving serious consideration to recog- 
nizing the 100th Anniversary in the year 1974 of the arrival of 
the Royal Canadian Mounted Police in Alberta. The word “‘Alber- 
ta’ on the licence plate will not reflect the signature style now 
officially adopted by the Executive Council, since it had to be 
chosen by January of 1972, but it will reflect an interim design 
that had gained wide acceptance at that time. 


ALBERTA GOVERNMENT TELEPHONES IN SPACE 


J.W. Dodds, General Manager of A.G.T., attended the launching 
of Anik, the world’s first fully commercially manufactured satel- 
lite, at Coco Beach, Florida, November 9th. A.G.T. is part owner 
of the satellite through its association with the Trans-Canada 
Telephone System. Placed in synchronous orbit 22,500 miles in 
space, the satellite is designed to improve communication with 
northern Canada and will operate in conjunction with earth 
stations across the country. Anik is actually a sophisticated mi- 
crowave tower in space. 


NEW ARTS FOUNDATION ACT 


Under the new Alberta Arts Foundation Act, an annual provincial 
government grant of $50,000 will be available through the Alber- 
ta Arts Foundation to foster and promote the enjoyment of; to 
collect, preserve and display; and to encourage works of art of 
Alberta artists. There are nine members of the foundation ap- 
pointed to a variety of three, two and one year terms.

AGT BUILDING IN CALGARY 


Demolition of the former Greyhound Building in downtown 
Calgary began November 8th, making way for construction of 
AGT’'s multi-storied long distance equipment building, which is to 
commence March 12, 1973. The building is to be completed in 
January, 1975. About 12 million dollars worth of switching 
equipment will then be installed and in service by mid-1976. 


The rapid growth of Calgary and surrounding district has made it 
necessary for AGT to provide for higher capacity long distance 
facilities. Construction of the building adjacent to the existing 
Seventh Avenue Building will permit a simple extension of facili- 
ties, thus eliminating the very costly alternative of trunking to a 
site outside the downtown area. 


VISUAL IDENTITY PROGRAM 


A total concept of visual identity for all Alberta government 
departments, agencies, boards and commissions has been devel- 
oped by the Bureau of Public Affairs. It was passed under Order 
in Council of November 7th, 1972. 


Generally stated, the Bureau of Public Affairs will be responsible 
for the co-ordination and implementation of the program. Visual 
identity deals with the use of a single, styled Alberta signature 
and/or the Alberta Provincial shield. Application of the standard- 
ized identification will be in all forms from business cards and 
leterheads to departmental identification. 


Full details on the Visual Identity Program are being presented to 
a meeting of Deputy Ministers and then to each department in 
depth as the Deputy Minister sees fit.

SUBMISSIONS INVITED 


All aspects of foreign investment are being studied by a Select 
Committee of the Legislature chaired by Edmonton-Strathcona 
M.L.A., Julian Koziak. Briefs are requested by December 1st, 
with public hearings scheduled December 11 to 15 (times and 
places to announced) and the report to be submitted to the spring 

sitting of the Legislature. | 


The Committee will investigate and assess methods of providing 
opportunities and incentives for Albertans and Canadians ‘’to 
invest in the equity ownership’’ of companies operating in the 
province. ‘Economic consequences of any proposed new Federal 
restrictions on investment in Alberta’ will also be studied.

RESEARCH PROJECTS 


The government has retained the services of L.W. Downey Associ- 
ates Ltd., with a view to redirecting government research projects 
to private enterprise, as enunciated by the Premier during last 
year’s provincial election campaign. Dr. Downey was chosen for 
his familiarity with the workings of the provincial government; 
his Knowledge of the research community in Alberta and the 
expertise available to enable him to get the best job done. It is 
hoped this new arrangement will help avoid unnecessary duplica- 
tion of research projects. 


The agreement provides for the company to carry out research 
work in economic, social, education and related fields, as re- 
quested by any government department, agency; university, col- 
lege, crown corporation; or any other Alberta government funded 
board, commission or body. 


All research projects will be coordinated through W. Helen 
Hunley, Minister without Portfolio. Areas of specific concern to 


government departments could be handled through this research 
agreement. 


HE CABINET COMMITTEE STRUCTURE 


he system of Cabinet Standing Committees now being used by 
he Executive Council may well be of interest to senior public 
service personnel. The purpose of the Committees is to provide a 
egular opportunity for the very necessary lateral communication, 
t the Ministerial level, between departments thus assuring that 
he decision making process is made with an overview of govern- 

ent rather than department policy. In addition to preserving 
abinet time, by having in-depth and detailed policy discussion at 
the Committee level, the Committees also provide members with 
the Opportunity for reaction to new concepts. The Committees 
- so structured that appropriate Ministers are appointed to the 
ommittees on which they can provide the optimum benefit to 
the deliberations. The Committees meet for two hours on alter- 
nate Wednesday mornings. 


Although membership is as noted, any Minister can attend any 
Committee meeting. Agendas are circulated a week in advance to 
all Ministers and resumé of the meeting circulated the day after 
the meeting to all Ministers. ltems on the Committee agendas can 
subsequently go: 

(a) to Cabinet for decision, or 

(b) to Cabinet as a report of the Committee, or 

(c) to departments for implementation 


In order to assure that the Committees do not operate in a 
vacuum, senior officials are invited to provide input to the Com- 
mittee’s decision making process on appropriate agenda items. 
The Committees are also used for regulation and legislation re- 
view, prior to receiving Cabinet discussion and approval.
